Sometimes the helping hand consists 
in keeping n boy or girl in high school 
sometimes, in enabling a bright young 
stcr lo go on lo college; sometimes, in 
giving him' a bit of a job, a litlle money 
to put in his pocket, nnd a chance to 
find out what he wants to do in the 
world nnd how he can fit himself to 
do it. 


More Kills Need Help 


But although this is being done foi 


050,000 youngsters, Mr. Williams feels 
that the NYA has hardly scartched the 
surface, 
v 


"We havcvdono no more than take 


tho most obvious and desperate cases, 
he snys. "We lake about one out ol 
four, or even one out of six or seven, 
of the youngsters wh ocome to us. 
These others whom we cant take arc 
just as much in nod of something in 
the way of occupation, money in their 
pockets, and a feeling that they're 
going somewhere." 


Altogether, Mr. Williams figures 


there are between four and five mil- 
lion Americans between the ages of 
16 and 24 who need thai sort of help. 


"We have no hope of reaching all 


those people," he admits. "If we get 
that extra ?50,000,000, we could add 
around 500,000 youngsters, and give 
them some form of constructive activ- 
ity and a chance lo earn a small amount 
of money." 


A little money goes quite a way in 


this business. NYA is today keeping 
some 275,000 boys and girls in high 
school, at an average cost of about ?5 
a month apiece. It is keeping 125,000 
in college, at an average cost of around 
513 a month apiece. And it is spcnd.- 
ing about $250 a year per capita to 
keep 250,000 youths busy on its work 
projects. 


What the Money Docs 


Is all of this worth it costs? Well, 


for one tiling it is enabling 400,000 
youngsters to continue their education. 
It is giving a quarter of a million more 
the experience by which, later on, they 
can gel jobs and become selfsustain- 
ing. 


The material it is working with is 


pretty high grade, too. Currently, for 
instance, 88 per ecnl of Ihe NYA stu- 
dents are maong the top-ranking stu- 
denls in their respective schools.

Much 
was made of the various kinds of coat- 
ings and of the color ot the tongue. In- 
deed, the tongue was considered to be 
a mirror of the condition of the en- 
tire digestive system'. 


The modeorn doctor still continues to 


inspect the tongue and can learn a 
great deeal from it, but we have learn- 
ed that the conclusions depend not only 
on the tongue but on the study of the 
condition as a whole. It has been sug- 
gested that today tongues move so 
much and so rapidly that there is hard- 
ly time for them to acquire a coating. 


People Who .have constant disturb- 


ances of intestinal digestion frequently 
have thickening of the tongue with the 
development of a coating. Associated 
therewith, are a foul breath and a con- 
stant bad taste in the mouth. The or- 
dinary coating consists of molds and 
bacteria as well as waste material 
from -food arid from the mouth. 


Sometimes the surface of the ton- 


gue is itself infected. This dem'ands 
most careful consideration with a study 
of the material bringing on the infec- 
tion, and .with the application of wash- 
ing-and treatment to remove it. 


In certain diseases, particularly in 


anemia and in the dietary deficiencies 
such as pellagra, the tongue appears 
red and inflamed. In fact, the com- 
mon name for this is burned tongue. 


In these cases the provision of iron 


and of liver to make up the deficiendy 
should result in a prompt improve- 
ment in the appearance ofthe tongue, 
tficotiiiic acid also is proving useful in 
.hese cases. 


The immediate care of the tongue, 


when it is inflamed, may involve the 
application of a "protective material 
ike petrolatum or vaseline and per- 
laps also the use of some mild anti- 
septic material which will keep the 
[eerms and the secondary infection 
n check. 


A third type of disturbance most 


frequently observed is called geo- 
graphic tongue. In this condition the 
tongue looks like a relief map with 
mountains and valleys. '

LOS ANGELES, Calif.-(/P)-David 


R. Davis, air industry veteran nnd first 
partner of Donald Douglas, claimed 
Sunday to have designed an airplane 
wing which ,will Increase a plane's 
efficiency 20 per cent. The wing has 
been tested at the wind tunnel of the 
Guggenheim School of Aeronautics. 
California Institute of Technology, and 
pronounced highly effective. 


Davis said he used a series of curves 


based on the rotor motion of air around 
a planes wings and plotted by mathe- 
matical formula the- idea airfoil, or 
wing cross-section.
